In response to the Restriction Requirement of 
September 8, 2003, the applicants elect Group II - claims 1^2_7 , 
and 31-47, directed to a vacuum pump apparatus, wltJx^Jz^ra verse. 

As the Examiner notes, the aspect of the apparatus 
produced by the method of claim 28 can be formed by techniques 
other than, for example, milling. However, it should be noted 
that the vacuum_pump which is inherently produced by the method 
of claim 28 would be classified with the apparatus of Group II. 
It is submitted that once the search for the apparatus of 
Group II shows that the resultant vacuum pump is novel, 
regardless how manufactured, that method claim 28 will, also be 
patentable. Moreover, it is submitted that a complete search 
for the elected apparatus claims will result in a complete 
search of all references necessary to make a determination 
regarding the patentability of the non-elected claims. 
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Reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement and 
an early allowance of all claims is requested. 
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
